Most of Crawford County will be closed to 
anterless hunting this year. Ray Perez, DNR 
wildlife biologist for Crawford and Kalkaska 
counties, said only state land east of I-75 & north 
of County Road 612 will be open for anterless 
hunting this fall. Last year most of the county 
was open fer hunter’s choice. Perez said 500 an- 
terless permits have been issued for the area 
with an expected harvest of one deer per square 
mile. 

Perez said deer surveys indicate the number 
of bucks harvested in Crawford County will 
probably be the same as last year. Last firearm 
season, hunters shot two to three bucks per 
square mile for a success rate of about 13 per- 


cent. Hunters also harvested about 2 anterless 
deer per square mile on hunter choice areas in- 
creasing the success rate in those areas to about 
30 percent, Perez said. 

Across the state about 140,000 hunters were 
successful out of more than 700, 000 who bought 
licenses for an average success rate of about 20 
percerit. | 

Perez said most of the county is being closed 
to anterless deer hunting because the deer herd 
is below the area’s carrying capacity. 

Hunters should see more fawns than last 
year because of an easy winter, Perez said. The 
best places for hunting should be cut-over areas 
and oak ridges. Military lands off Jones Lake 
Road and the Bald Hill Fire area should be good

locations in Crawford County, he said. The south- 
east portion of Kalkaska County should also be a 
good hunting spot. 

Robert Strong, of the Gaylord DNR district, 
said the southern portion of Otsego should have a 
good deer population and bucks there could have 
good antler development following a mild win- 
ter. 

, Perez reminded hunters that the Grayling 
and Kalkaska field offices will be checking deer 
and issuing successful deer hunter patches 
during regular working hours. The field offices 
will also be open the weekend of Nov. 19-20 to 
check deer. Hunters can pick up applications for 
the DNR’s annual Big Buck Awards at the field 
offices.

Hanson Park — possibly the oldest ski 


. park in Michigan - will be opening for ski 


season again this year, the Grayling 
Recreation Authority announced after their 
reguiar meeting last Thursday. 

Lack of snow put the park in debt last ski 
season, but the four government units com- 
prising the Authority have pledged dollars 
or services to help the park recover. The 
Grayling Booster Club and Rotary Club of 
Grayling have also donated money'to the 
park to prepare for the ski season. 

The Recreation Authority have also an- 
nounced price cuts in ski memberships to 
attract more skiers. Family memberships 
have been reduced from $200 to $175 for 
those bought before December 1. Individual 
memberships are reduced to $80 for adults 
or students. Both of these memberships in- 
clude downhill and cross-country skiing 
privileges. 

Separate cross-country skiing member- 
ships are available for families at $50 or in- 
dividuals for $20. 

As in the past, memberships bought 
before December 1 cost less and members 
have their names included in a drawing for 
a free membership. 

Daily rates have also been reduced and 
the Super Skier ticket deal has been cut 
from $51 to $40. 

If there is enough snow on the ground, 
Hanson Park slopes will open for the 1983-84 
ski Season on December 26. Hours of opera- 
tion will be from 10 a.m, until 10 p.m. during 
the Christmas vacation. Beginning January 
2, the regular hours of operation will be 
from 6 p.m. to 10 p.m. on Monday, Thursday

and Friday nights; from 10 a.m. to 10 p.m. 
on Saturday and from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. on 
Sunday. As in previous years, the Monday 
evening skiing will be reserved for adults. 
Tow fees for the coming season have been 
set at $9 for students and $11 for adults for a 
i2-hour or all-day ticket. The 10 a.m. to 5 
p.m, ticket sells for $6.50 and $8. Evening 
only tow tickets are $3.50 and $4.50. Rental 
fees are similar to last season with a full day 
rental set at $10 for students and $12 for 


‘adults. The day-only rental, 10 a.m. to 5 


p.m., is $7.50 and $8.50. Evening-only rental 
has been set at $4 and $5. 


The park will feature eight slopes, four 
rope tows, and a T-bar tow.

Seven of 
the ski hills will be lit.

A recent addition to 
the park is a mini-golf and video arcade 
located in the old Fred Bear Museum. 

Park Manager Howard Taylor said a 
Camp Shawono crew has been working 
there five days a week and the park 
wouldn’t be around without their help. 

In the last two years the Camp Shawono 
crews have helped install wood heat in the 
lodge, new lighting on ski slopes, helped 
build a cross-country groomer, an island 
picnic area, horseshoe pits, a softball field, 
basketball court, new lodge roof and front 
wall, painted the entire lodge, revamped 
cross-country trails, cleared downhill 
slopes, and performed ail types of main- 
tenance.

PAUL’S MINISTRY 
Romans 15: 17-22 

Last week we saw the 
reason for Paul’s bold 
ministry in verses 14-16 since 
his office, his message and 
his work were all of God, and 
to the glory of God. It follows 
naturally then, that the next 
6 verses will show us that all 
glory in Paul’s ministry is to 
be given to God alone. 

Paul reminds us that all 


glory in his ministry is to be- 


through Jesus Christ and to 
God. “I have therefore 
whereof I may glory through 
Jesus Christ in those things 
which pertain to God.” 
Romans 15:17. 

Paul reminds us that he 
will take no credit for his 
ministry, but will give all the 
credit to Christ. “For I will 
not dare to speak of any of 
those things which Christ 
hath not wrought by me, to 
make the Gentiles obedient, 
by word and deed.” Romans 
15:18. Notice again the result 
of Paul’s ministry was to 
make the Gentiles obedient 
by word and deed. “By 
Word” speaks of their belief 
or doctrine learned from the 
Word of God. ‘‘Deed” speaks 
of their life or practice of 
Bible truth in their daily 
lives. The whole purpose of 
the gospel ministry is to 
cause others to know, 
believe and practice the 
truth of the Bible. 

Paul reminds us that the 
supernatural signs and 
power of his ministry were 
from the Holy Spirt and to 
the glory of God. ‘Through 
mighty signs and wonders, 
by the power of the Spirit of 
God; so that from 
Jerusalem, and round about 
unto Illyricum, I have fully 
preached the gospel of 
Christ... Romans = 15:19. 
Although Paul was faithful 
in carrying out his personal 
responsibility to preach the 
gospel to every creature, he 
attributed all the success of 
the supernatural power to 
the Spirit of God. 

Paul reminds us that his 
ministry was not in com- 
petition with other men of 


God, but only to reach those 


who did not know, with the 
truth of God. “Yea, so have I 
strived to preach the gospel, 
not where Christ was named, 
lest I should build upon 
another man's foundation: 
But as it is written, To whom 
he was not spoken of, they 
shall see: and they that have 
not heard shall understand.” 
Romans 15: 20,21. It is not the 
purpose of this column to 
pull people out of other chur- 
ches, but to give all people in 
Grayling an opportunity to 
know, believe and practice 
Bible truth they have not 
previously known. 


Because Paul’s ministry 


had been all from God, based 
only upon God’s Word, and 
only for God’s glory, he had 
faced much opposition. “For 
which cause also I have been 
much hindered from coming 
to you.” Romans 15:22. Paul 
reminded us in 2 Corinthians 
11:23-83 of some of the per- 
secution he suffered over his 
ministry. ‘...In labours 
more abundant, in stripes 
above measure, in prisons 
more frequent,.in deaths of- 
ten. Of the Jews five times 
received I forty stripes save 
one. Thrice was [ beaten 
with rods, once was I stone, 
thrice I suffered shipwreck, 
a night and a day I have been 
in the deep: In journeyings 
often, in perils of robbers, in 
perils by mine own country- 


men, in perils by heathen, in 4 


perils in the city, in perils in 
the wilderness, in perils in 
the sea, in perils among false 
brethren; In weariness and 
painfulness, in watchings of- 
ten, in hunger and thirst, in 
fastings often, in cold and 
nakedness."’ Paul’s ministry 
was to the glory of God, he 
would never have been voted 
the most popular clergyman 
in town. (adv.)

If it were 1883 instead of 
this year of 1983, the Big 
Timber would be echoing to 
the sounds of logging. The 
camps would be complete; 
the network of roads through 
the intended choppings 
would be nearly finished. 
The rollway and the river 
would be ready for the river 
drive barely five months 
away, the river having been 
cleared of sweepers and 
natural logjams and 


straightened and groomed to | 


help prevent, if possible, log- 
jams. Falling crews would 
be at work with axes and 
saws falling and bucking into 
log-length centuries’ old 
pines. The teamwork needed 
to make a crosscut saw sing 
through a big stick was 
developing. By season's end, 
the saw and axe would have 
melted any excess fat from 
the men’s bodies until they 
were pure bone and muscle. 
Even at this time of the year, 
early in the season, the men 
would be leaving camp well 
before daylight penetrated 
to the butts of the big pines. 
In camp, only the cook and 
his crew; the wood butcher 
who built and repaired sleds 
and who could shave out a 
toothpick or a sleigh runner 
with an axe; the barn boss 
who had charge of feeding 
the horses, and the black- 
smith, who would be putting 
the ironwork in shape before 
all the teamsters arrived, 
would be left. But it is not 
1883 and you have to listen 
hard for those echoes.

He was brought under 
duress before a hostile crowd of spectators gathered in a 
stadium where they had already seen innocent victims eaten 
alive by lions. The Roman Proconsul urged him “Curse . 
Christ, and I’ll release you.” 

The aged Polycarp replied, ‘‘Eighty six years have I ser- 
ved Him and He never did me any wrong. How then can J 
blaspheme my King who saved me?...Hear my free con- 
fession — I ama Christian.” 

The proconsul was angry now and he screamed out “I 
have wild beasts!”’ 

“Call for them,” replied Bolvenen: “IT am unalterably 
resolved not to repent from good to evil.” 

The angry crowd gathered firewood in the streets and 
heaped it in a pile to burn Polycarp. Then they tied the old 
man’s hands behind his back and he prayed these words, a 
“Father, I bless Thee for having been pleased in Thy good- 
ness to bring me to this hour.” 

When they lit the fire an eyewitness describes what hap- 
pened, “‘And when the flame flashed forth, we saw a 
miracle...for the fire made the shape of a vaulted chamber, 
like a ship’s sail filled by the wind, and made a wall around 
the body of the martyr. And he was in the midst, not as burn- 


_ ing flesh, but as bread baking or as gold and silver refined in 


afurnace.”’ 

The crowd seeing that Polycarp’s body could not be burn- 
ed stabbed him with a dagger. The blood poured out of his @ 
wound and extinguished the fire. The aged and respected 
bishop was finally killed by their hands but not before he had 
once again witnessed that he did not fear them but only loved 
and feared the living God who would not safely take him 
Home! 

Polycarp well understood the words of Jesus Christ and 
more importantly LIVED AND DIED by them.

Regarding the Alpena study, 
Blanchard in his letter said: “I 
strongly oppose this course. In 
general, J am disturbed about the 
vagueness and lack of public infor- 
mation associated with the high- 
level siting process. But I am parti- 
cularly disturbed that I have learned 
of your Department’s interest in the 
Salina Salt deposits only through in- 
formal comments and news accoun- 
ts.” 

Granite formations in the Upper 
Peninsula are also under considera- 
tion and the governor noted a public 
hearing in Marquette drew over 400 
persons, 

The hearing held by a task force 
radioactive waste 
resulted in recommendations but 
did raise several questions about 
procedures used by the department 
and the criteria it will use in select- 
ing a site. 

Among those questions is to what 
extend population density will be a 
factor in determining a site. Dem- 
psey said the fear is that such areas 
will be considered the most 
politically desirable sites. 

Dempsey said the letter does not 
say so explicitly, but the governor 
hopes the DOE will conduct an en- 
vironmental assessment of the ef- 
fects of the waste storage on the 
Great Lakes.

There are six new students 
at Roscommon Elementary 
School. They look and act 
just like the other kids. They 
can’t wait to get out on the 
playground for recess with 
their friends. They are ex- 
cited by the novelty of a new 
school, a new teacher and 
new challenges. 

The youngest, a four year 
old, wears a hearing aid that 
is like a tiny radio on his 
chest. He hears only the 
loudest noises, even with his 
aid. He might not hear you, 
even if you shout at him. An 
older child enthusiastically 
tells his teacher about a trip 
her family took this sum- 
mer. She communicates 
mostly by sign language. She 
is bright and alert. Except 
for her lack of good language 
skills, she is able to learn 
like any other  second- 
grader. 

“The terrific thing about 
teaching hearing impaired 
kids is their great ability and 
willingness to learn,’’ says 
special class teacher, Julie 
Ray. 
It is difficult to describe a 
hearing impaired child. 
They differ greatly in degree 
of hearing loss and the cause 
of the loss. Some children 
are born with hearing im- 
pairments, others lose their 
hearing through illness or in- 
jury. They use a variety of 
communication methods, 
However, hearing impair- 
ments can now be detected 
even in infancy. 

A child may be hearing 
impaired if results of audio- 
logical testing show that his 
or her hearing is interfering 
with ability to learn. The 
hearing problem may he 
correctible for some child- 
ren. Others, even with the 
use of aids, may never 
clearly hear a human voice. 
Some will learn to speak well 
enough to communicate nor- 
Mally with family and 
teachers and employers. 
Some will use signing in ad- 


# dition to oral speech. All can 


learn to read, write, spell 
and do math. All can achieve 
in school,

is exposed to alienation and 
Suspicion, he will certainly

Distraught 
parents punish too harshly. 
Privileges disappear; re- 
sentment sets in. 

How can we mend this 
communication breakdown 
before it jams all the family 
machinery? Learn the art of 
talking WITH people instead 
of AT them. Here are some 
suggestions to keep you out 
of the Shut-Out Club: 

1. Next time you are about 
to explode, take a long walk 
instead. Get inside your 
parents/teens and try to un- 
derstand why they act the 
way they do. 

2. Turn on with love, 
listening, and sincerity.

unless asked. Too often teens 
can’t resist the old, worn-out 
phrase, ‘You just don’t un- 
derstand,”’ and parents can’t 
resist nailing a few moral 
spikes to the platform.

A sheep- 
herder in Colorado says that 
in the presence of coyotes, 
wild horses put their heads 
together and proceed to kick 
their enemy. When the wild 
donkeys are attacked, they 
face. the enemy and kick 
each other. Put that together 
and hang onto it. 

5. Have the humility to 
remember that you may be 
wrong. Few people are 
mature enough to admit 
their mistakes. Only a hand- 
ful try to find truth in the 
other person’s position. In 
the all-important world of 
family relations there are 
three words almost as 
powerful as ‘I love you”, 
they are “maybe you’re 
right.” 

6. “Let not the sun go down 
upon your wrath’ (Ephe- 
sians 26). Don’t let nightfall 
come without settling your 
arguments. Keep short ac- 
counts with those you love 
the most. 

The home should be a 
peaceful harbor where 
members can get away from 
the troubles and hurts of the 
world.

October 27th Regular Meeting 
SYNOPSIS 

The October 27th Meeting of the Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners convened at 9:30 a.m. All commissioners were 
present but Mattis, and seventeen visitors attended at various 
times. Following acceptance of the October 1ith minutes, twen- 
ty eight pices of correspondence were reviewed and placed on 
file. Among these were: 

Information from MAC regarding legislation relative to 
County Tax Revolving Funds, which was referred to the 
Treasurer, 

A MAC update on the State’s attempt te include mental 
health funding in the monies required to be returned to local 
units under Headlee, which was discussed at length. 

The 1984 proposed Landfill Budget, accompanied by a 
report from Miller on status of repairs at the site. 

ADDRESSING THE BOARD WERE: 

Don Palmer and Bob Chappel from the Transportation 
Authority, who presented a grant application for a transit depot 
to be located at the Grayling McNamara Airport. The 
$623,704.99 project would be funded with 25% State and 75% 
Federal grants, and would include construction costs and equip- 
ment acquisition. A resolution authorizing the filing of the ap- 
plication was adopted. 

Vicki Kalmbach, who presented license renewal applications 
for the Airport, Airport Manager and Assitant Manager. The 
Chair was authorized to execute the applications on behalf of the 
Board. 

Equalization Director Larry Hunter, who discussed with 
Commissioners a Dickinson County resolution calling for a 
committee to study methods to alleviate the property tax bwr- 
den, Also discussed were: 

Consumer Power Company's proposed land transfer to the 
Huron-Manistee National Forest. Lands included in the transfer 
would be open to the public. 

Assessment of oil refineries and lines. 

Personal property and personal property depreciation. 

H. James Bourque of Bourque and Associates, who in- 
dicated he would accept the County's September 13th Letter of 
Agreement which proposed contracting his consulting services 
for a three month period, at a cost of $750.00. Bourque will seek 
state and federa} funding, with jail renovation programe as the 
top priority. 

: SHERIFF JOE WHITE, who: 

Was authorized to order an estimated $50.00 in needed office 
supplies. 

Reported on progress in eliminating grounding prebleme 
between his radio system and the computer in the Secretary of 
State's Office. 

Discussed duties and responsibilities of the Ambulance In- 
atructor, clarifying that the EMT training prograxn is a private 
enterprise, and is not part of the County Ambulance Corp opera- 
tion. To eliminate confusion between Mr. Doremire’s County 
duties and his occupation as a private instructor, the Ceunty 
position was re-named Director of Ambulance Service. 

Advised Commissioners of the need to pay some of the 
monies owed Motorola on the new portable radios, after which 
the Board authorized a payment of $8 thousand. 

Informed the Board of the costs being incurred in the board- 
ing of female prisoners in out-of-county facilities, and stressed 
the need to expand our jail. 

Was authorized to order needed uniforms, provided costs 


‘remain within budget. 


Treasurer Joe Wakeley, whose recommendations for expen- 
se increase amendments to the 1983 General Fund Budget were 
accepted and adopted in the amount of $129,272.00. 

COMMITTEE REPORTS INCLUDED: 

Labor: Following discussion on the merits of allowing full 
Board input and control in collective bargaining agreements, 
Commissioners ratified a one year contract with the Non-super- 
visory Unit of the Teamsters Union. Cost is approximately $5 
thousand for 1983, and includes increases in clothing allowances, 
life insurance, 4% in wages and some language changes. 

Judicial: As a result of a recent committee meeting, the 
Friend of the Court will pursue a more equitable system for ser- 
ving Crawford County clients, and staggered lunch heurs will be 
initiated in District Court offices to asaure all-day service. 

Insurance: Following a review of information concerning in- 
surance needs and costs at Hanson Hills, the Board authorized a 
$4 thousand appropriation to the Grayling Recreation Authority 
for insurance coverage. 

Roads & Bridges: The petition of Beaver Creek Township 
residents for improvements to Billman Road has been referred 
by the Road Commission to the Township Supervisor for 
initiation of a special assessment district. 

Natural Resources: Commissioner Joyce's Land Use Inven- 
tory Report will be published in the NACo Newsletter. 

District Health: Implementation of the vision and hearing 
screening programs for school children is still being discussed. 
The issue of installing a holding tank for the Frederic Poat Office 
septic syatem to prevent freezing problems in the winter has 
been resolved. 

Soil Conservation: More people should have been utilized i in 
the JTPA projects, since some work could not be completed 
within the project period dus to weather conditions. 

Zoning Commission: A special vse permit for a storage ware- 
house on Pioneer Road is under consideration. Applicants who 
choose not to wait for a regular meeting of the Zoning Com- 
mission will be billed for costs of special meetings scheduled on 
their behalf, 

Fish Hatchery: A summary report of the season will be com- 
pleted by Nov. 1, 1983, and submitted to the Board. 

IN OTHER BUSINESS, Commissioners: 

Were informed that the Amended Agreement between the 
Handler K-9 Unit and the County has been signed by Ms. 
Sprague and the Chairperson. 

Re-appointed Joseph Wakeley and Paul Lerg to six year 
terms on the Economic Development Corporation. 

Appointed Katherine Gregg and Carol George to five year 
terms on the Library Board. 

Determined that the District Health Medical Director 
should utilize the Sheriff Department as a drop off point for files 
etc, after working hours. 

Discussed the indefinite terms of the Transportation 
Authority Board, and agreed that no charge in term policy 
should be initiated. 

Were informed that maintenance personne) will fix a leak in 
the jail hot water system.
